FRANK IN RIS STATEMENTS 


Minnesotan Does Net Mince Words in 


His Address in the Senate on the 


Railroad 
Bill— Generally 
Conceded 


That His Speech Will Add Strength 


to the Opposition. 


Washington, April 12— Senator .Ne l­ 
son made a powerful assault upon th** 
administration railroad bill in the sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Nelson spoke for an hour. 
and he was given the closest attention 
by 
administration 
and 
progressive 
senators. 
His speech is regarded as 
the frankest discussion of the measur* 
that has been heard in the senate. 
That it w ill add strength to the oppo­ 
sition is generally conceded. 
"M r. president, my opinion of this 
bill, as it came here, is that in its e s ­ 
sence its chief aim was to protect the 
railroads against the an titru st lnw,” 
declared S* nator Nelson during the 
course of his speech. 
“ I can come to 
no other conclusion.” 
At another stnge Senator Nelson 
said: 
"In regard to the anti-trust law, next 
to 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States, is the most important on the 
statute books, and the one that tho 
people of the country stand in most 
need of. 
It is the only protection they 
have against the aggression and the 
wrongs of trusts, monopolies and com­ 
binations 
in 
restraint of trade. 
In 
fact, it is the only legislative shield 
they have against such evils." 
W ithout mincing words Senator Nel­ 
son declared that the administration 
bill was designed to except railroads 
from the application of the anti trust 
law. 
This was sought to be accom­ 
plished, he said, through Sections 7 
and 12 of the measure. 
Section 7 of 
the hill, as it came from the attorney 
general, he pointed out, legalized traf­ 
fic agreements such as had been de­ 
clared unlawful on decisions of tin 
United States supreme court. 
Section 
12, he asserted, proposed to legalize 
railroad consolidations such as was at­ 
tempted in the case of the Northern 
Securities company.

Reception of Strangers. 
A fter the dispatch from Home stat­ 
ing form er 1'rcsident Roosevelt's rea­ 
sons for not calling on the pope during 
his recent stay at Home was read to a 
well known diplomat, 
who did 
not 
i wish his name t<> be used, he said: 
"There is not bing surprising in the re­ 
fusal of tin* pope to receive Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
The same thing lins occur­ 
red with foreign princes who have vis­ 
ited Home and is the reason why the 
emperor of Austria and the king of 
Spain never go there. 
Troubles, h o w ­ 
ever, generally arise over the con filet 
between the Quirinal and tho Vatican. 
lf the king of England went to Home 
and called first at the Quirinal palace 
to see the king the pope would refuse 
to receive him. 
“ All kinds of devices have been tried 
to get around ibis obstacle. 
Two years 
ago an ex president of Brazil went to 
Home and called at the Quirinal and 
then left Home for a trip into the coun­ 
try. which lasted a week. 
On his ro- 
turn he went direct to the Vatican and 
was received, as it was regarded as a 
second visit to the city. 
One of the 
I lotion). ' th i i i ires went to Home a 
year ago and had an audience with the 
king. 
Then lie went aw ay fo ra month 
and came hack to see the pope and 
was received through the subterfuge 
of t be second visit." 
•■\\ hat is tile procedure for an Am er­ 
ican citizen to pursue in getting an au­ 
dience with the pope?" be was asked. 
"The usual way," replhd the diplo­ 
mat, "is to call on Bishop Kennedy 
at the American college In Home, and 
lie arranges the audience. 
The United 
States embassy bas no relations with 
the Vatican. 
Numbers of prominent 
Catholics from tin* United States take 
over letters of Introduction from Car­ 
dinal (bibbons or Archbishop Farley, 
which they present to Mgr. Bisletl at 
the Vatican and get an audience with 
the pope direct. 
••Personally he is very well disposed 
toward Americans aud likes them very 
much, 
< Mi an average the pope re­ 
ceives from 
'(I to fi.ooo Americans 
a year 
Pi tcsiants as well as Catho­ 
lics are included in this number, but 
naturally the latter iwe largely in the 
majority’.
